Plac- 
ing our present population at 10,- 
000,000, that means an average of 4 
eople per square mile in Canada. 
f this two-thirds of Canada were 
as densely populated as France, we 
would have a population of approxi- 
mately 482,500,000 people and yet 
France is not a densely populated 
country. It has substantially a 
thrifty, farming population; it has 
forests and large unoccupied areas. 
If this two-thirds of Canada were 
as thickly settled as the United 
Kingdom, we would have a popula- 
tion of over 65,000,000 people. Tak- 
ing Canada’s greatest immigration 
year (1913) as a basis for compu 
tation, it would take over 250 years 
for this country to become as thick- 
ly settled as even the United States 
—not counting the natural increase. 

We don’t have to go abroad for 
comparisons. Let us take the pro- 
vinces of Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia. If the four Western 
provinces were as thickly settled as 
these two Eastern provinces, we 
would have a population West of 
the Great Lakes of over 27,000,000 
people and to settle this many peo- 
ple it would take above 135 years 
with as great an influx as we had 
to the West during the banner years
